VIENNA, Dec. 30 (UP).—Premier 
Octavian Goga of Rumania, who 
has set up a “stop government 
for an expected mili -fascist dic- 
tatorship under King Carol, em- 
barked today on a broad program 
to suppress Jews in the country's 
public and business life.

There won’t be any more talk about the superiority 
of Eastern, and particularly New York, basketball for e 


long; long time to come. 
Stanford and Minnesota this week completed the process, begun 
last year, of demonstrating that other sections of the country Know 
how to play the game, too. In case you overlooked it, the aforemen- 
tioned teams beat C.C.N.Y. and L.LU. on Monday night, and LLU. 
and N.Y.U. on Wednesday. night. And the losers, the prize New York 
“alphabet” teams, are usually about the tops around here, rating far 
above the ivy school teams such as Yale, Princeton, Harvard, Columoia 
Dartmouth, Cornell, et al 
In the chagrin and shock of the quadruple defeat, local sports writ- 
ers and court followers have swung a bit off balance in the other di- 
rection. Headlines announcing that “Eastern Teams Will Have to 
Change Style of Play to Stay in Game,” are typical. 
What rot. I defy anyone who saw Wednesday's games to 
tell me the difference in “style of play” between Minnesota and ; 
5 N.Y.U. Both moved the ball around with short passes, cut when 
they could, took long shots when they couldn't, and guarded in 
a close man-to-man. 
And Minnesota was rated by all as better, or at least as good, as 
the Stanford team, with its spectacular-looking one-hand push- shots. 
The truth of the matter is that no one section has a monop- 
oly on court talent. A few years ago New York teams were better 
than the Coast teams. I remember particularly N. V. U., with 
Maidman, Schulman, Rubenstein and Gross, toying with Cali- 
fornia much im the manner Stanford played with L.1.U. Wednes- 


The East took the football supremacy from 
the West this year, but none claims that the West will have to ccn- 
form to any mythical “Eastern” style of grid play to regain its gu- 


Furthermore, those Eastern writers and mentors who feel 
that all is lest for basketball on this side of the Alleghenies be- 
cause of the Stanford and Minnesota games forget a few things. 

First—Stanford and Minnesota are the BEST of their respective 
4. sections, being champions of the Pacific Coast and Big Ten Leagues 
respectively. Secondly, two of the four games were really close, CON Y. 
goming up to within two points of Stanford in the very last minute, 
and N.Y.U. being just three points behind Minnesota in the last min- 
~ _ ute. Both bad beatings were absorbed by LI. U., which is admitted to 
be subnormal this year and far below the standard of the Bender, 
Kramer, Merson, Norton outfit of the past few years. 

Then again, in basketball, a team that loses on one night can 
turn the tables very handily in a return game, It has happened 
many times in two game series. The boy who was “off” the first 
time is “on” and vice versa. 

Of course, a couple of boys on Stanford and Minnesota might have 
been “off” in these four games, too. Matter of fact the Gophers had 
to play without one of their best men. This is not an attempt to be- 
litle the two conquerors or suggest that the victories were indicative
